As a result of the agitatun caused 


"by the ordinance prohibiting public 
meetings on the streets of Reno a 
new ordinance has been drawn up by 
thos>e who have opposed the meas- 
ure which will be presented to the 
city council at the first opportunity 
The proposed ordinance asks that te- 
ligious organisations be allowed to 
hold their meetings on the streets of 
Reno without interference so lon-f 
as they do not obstruct traffic or the 
sidewalks It is as follows 


The Oidiiumcc 


"An ordinance regulating meetings 


for religious purposes in the streets 
aveiues squares and parkb of the 
city of Reno 


'Section 1 Be it ordained bj the 


city council of the city ot Reno that 
it shall he lawful for the membe.s 
o£ any religious society or oigani?a- 
tion, or for anv number of persons 
whether members 
of a 
paiticulat 


chuich sect or cieeJ or otherwise to 
pelieeably assemble on any /street 
alley, lane, avenue squsie or in any 
park or public place in this city foi 
the puipose of conducting a gospel 
meeting or religious service provid- 
ed sajd persons shall not in so doing 
interrupt, impede or obstruct pedes- 
trians or vehicles lawfully using an/ 
such public place, and 


"Section 2 
Be it furthei ordained 


that any person or persons interfering 
with such assemblage or n eeting emcl 
endeavoring to interrupt or distu b 
the same shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and punished on conviction 
by a fine of from five to fifty dollars, 
01 ten days impi isonment, or both 


Police Must Pioixct 


' Section 3 Be it further ordained 


that to cairy out tihc intent of this 
ordinance it shall be the duty of the 
chief of police to see that no such 
meeting is intenupted as aforesaid 
end that said officer shall have discre- 
tion to require s ich a meeting if held 
at regular intervals to assemble from 
time to time m a different public loca- 
tion so as not to cause tne collection 
of an unusual numbei o£ persons icg- 
ularly in fiont of or opposite to tn-> 
property of an} taxpa^ei of the city 
to the possible detriment ot annoy- 
ance of the latter

but to demand those pmileges which

investing in business interests, he in- 
vestigated the mines and now says 
that he considers the mines of Fair- 
view the best in the state. 


Tlic Ne\v Town 


"The new town," he said, "is the 


, outgrowth of the necessity for get- 


ting the town closer to the mines. Be- 
fore the move was made, the town 
was about three and a 
half 
mile, 


from the mines, and where it has no~\\ 
been located, the distance is redueec 
to a half to three-quarters of a mjle. 
There are about three hundred tents 
already located on the site of the 
new town, which is thriving might- 
ily. 


"The greatest need of' town and 


mines now is a railroad or somft ade- 
quate means of transporting the ore 
to the main line. There are^ on the 
road, I should say, about 20 jerk-line 
teams of ten and twelve head of ani- 
mals each, and each , carrying from 
12 to 20 tons of ore, which is alto- 
gether inadequate to the ore move- 
ment demanded by the output of the 
mines.

Some of the 
ore sacked has been waiting so long 
that the sacks arc rotting, and some 
of it may have to be resackecl. 


"Last month the Fairview mines 


paid off 300 miners, but if there 'was 
any adequate means of 
transporta- 


tion the force would be many times 
greater in a very short time.
